I« contrast, amended claim 15 incites, in part, "wherein the sticky material is 
dxsposed on a garment feeing surface oftheabso^nt article." As discussed above Coles 
does not teach or suggest this claim e«ement of ameaded claim 15. Consequently 
Apphcants assert that .prima facie case of obviousness has not been established again* 
amended claim 15. * 

For the foregoing reasons Apphcants assert that amended claim 15 is nonobvious 
over Coles. Additionally, because claims ,6-19 depend from claim 15, Applicants assert 
that claims 16-19 are also nonobvious over Coles.
